The Origin of the Fire 
Whe exact origin of the fire is unknown, and will 
in.all probability remain a matter of uncertainty 
forever. Aboutseven o'clock the smoke was seen 
floating over the rear of the ene-story building oc- 
ecupied by Thomas, Kichier & Co., furniture deal- 
> rs, at 90 Wihitehalistreet. Mr. Wilson, the young ,

The alarm was at once sounded dy the two men, 
and, although the response by the fire depariment 
Was as quick as has.ever been recorded in Auanta, 
the flames proved invincible until four buildiygs 
had been wholly destroyed and a loss ef over $19Ff,- 
000 had been entailed upon property owners. The 
store occupied by Tkomas, Richter Co., No. 
wes along one story building with a basement 
The basement floor was filled with furniture, 
oils, varnishes, putty, etc., while the} 
\ aipper floor — the one on a level ; 

with the pavement —was filled with haudsome par- : 
| ‘lorand chamber suits. At¢the rear end of the store 

wes a “‘flat’’ connecting it with the packing rooms, 
which was also a two story building, and it was in 
this portion of the house that the fire eniginated ; 
butéhe cause of the fire is unknown. 

During the day there had been a big fixe in the 
grate in this portion of the building, and aJrhough 
it was thought-that this fre wasextinguisbe?d when 
the howse was closed, it is generally conceded that 
the terrible conflagration is due to this 
fire. There was buta few feet betweer the 
packing zooms and the muin buiiding, and as there 
was an abundance of resinous timber for the flumes 
to work upon, only a few minutes elapsed between 
the origin of the fire and its communication to tke 
main buildiag. — 

Hardly had the main building been ignited 
before Dohme & Duffy's, No. 88, was on fire, and ; 
in a few secends the total destruction of both were 
admitied. Not only was it thought by the multi- 
tude, who stood upon the sidewalks watching the 
flames in their wijd career, that these two build- 
ings would go, but that the entire biock would be 
Jaid in ashes. 

In less time than it takes to write itthe interior 
of Thomas, Richter & Co.’s store was in a full blaze 
and the bright light made by the burning furni- 
ture rendered the gas jets useless. The doors were 
forced open and a crowd began to remove the 

rniture from the building. [Fine handsome

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BLAINE REPLIES 


TO THE CARPING CRITICS OF THE 
OPPOSITION, 


And Proves His South American Policy to Have 
Been in t e Line of all Precede:'t, and the 
only Honorable Policy Open tothe 
United States to Pursue. 


Wasntnctox, January 30.—The Washing- 
ton Post will publish to-morrow morning a 
long interview with ex-Secretary Blaine, in 
which the latter explains and defends the 
policy of the state department toward Chili 
and Peru while that department was under 
his administration. Mr. Blaine says the de- 
mands which Chili made of Peru in the way 
of indemnity were equivalent to the destrue- 
tion of the latter country. Peru appealed 
earnestly to the United States to help her, 
and sent a special envoy here to ask for aid. 
It was the policy of the state department, by 
giving Peru moral support, to save her 
from dismemberment ruin, and 
extending such support Mr. Blaine 
he followed the precedents laid down by our 
most distinguished and conservative secreta- 
ries of state. As an illustration he refers to 
the steady influence exerted by Mr. Seward 
to re-establish the authority of Juarez in 
Mexico. By the moral power of the United 
States the French were expelled, Maximihan 
overthrown and republican government, with 
Juarez at its head, restored. It would not, be 
says, have required as great an exértion of 
moral influence of the United States to save 
Peru from destruction, and make — Peru 
and Chili both our friends, as it did 
tosave thenationality of Mexico. When Chili 
shall have taken all the valuable territory of 
Peru, the latter country will either fall into 
anarchy or be kept in subjection by the 
Chilian army of occupation, to Re supported 
from the property of which Peru is despoiled. 
Kither result, he says. will be sufficiently 
wretched and the end will be the absolute 
domination of English inthuence in both 
Peru and Chili.

The Paradox eal St. du. n’s .iver—An Alligater Pura- 
dise—Hateking ’Gutors. 
Chicago Tribune. 

Tie St. John’s river is the alligators’ para- 
dise. Iisshallow banks keep the alligators 
out of harm’s way 
There they lay stretched out on thesand, with 
no one to molest them. Now and then a pass- 
ing shot from some foo] on a steamboat wakes 
‘one up, When he opens both eyes wide, takes 
one look around, and sinks in the water till 
the fool gets by. ‘Ihe chances of killing an 
alligator Witharifie are about one in ov0, 
Unless you hit him in the eye, you have no 
chance atall. His throat and the little ten- 
der spot under his forelegs, are always well 
eoyered. The bone of the alligator’s 
head—that is, his long skull—is at leust an 
ineh thick. Notbing but the ball from a field 
buttery would disturb him at all. Buckshot 
would be nothing but mosquito bites to an 
oldalligator. Alligators lay their eggs in the 
sand, in a sunny place where the temperature 
is sure to be-wurm enough to sustain animal 
growth. If acold snap comes, it kills the life 
of the egg, just the same as the chickens die 
in a hen’s eggs when the old hen stops of] 
too long. In the case of the alligator the 
warm sand is the nest, and the sun is the old 
hen, Thesnn sits on the nest all day, and 
gets it so warm that it continues to keep 
warm during the night. The ostrich is a lazy 
bird, and like the alligator 1t sl irks the set- 
tiny’ business off on the sun. : In fact, thre re 
is no need Of any bird “‘setting” on its eggs In 
the tropical regions. Captain Larkin tells me 
that he has batched goose-eggsand hen’s cggs 
in the warm sand.

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TEA-GROWING IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 

The humorous paragraphers of the country 
have never ceased to call attention to the fail 
ure of the government’ tea. orchard 
established South Carolina by 
Mr. LeDuc, the late commissioner of 
agriculture. It is more than _ probable 
that LeDuc’s ambition to elevate his office to 
the dignity of a cabinet position caused him 
to neglect his tea interests in the south. Cer- 
tainly there was no other excuse for the fail- 
ure, for tea has been successfully grown in 
Georgia and South Carolina during the past 
forty years. The Georgetown (South Caroli- 
na) Enquirer, which has interesting 
facts in connection with the subject, says that 
the failure of the government tea-farm at Sum- 
merville was due to bad management. LeDue 
and his friends asserted that the 
climate was teo rigorous, but as 
tea has been grown in the 
same climate for forty years, it 1s probable 
that LeDuc’s lack of management was too 
vigorous. 

Dr. Forster, who lives near Georgetown has 
demonstrated that tea can be successfully 
grown in that climate, and the tea produced 
therefrom is pronounced by a Baltimore firm 
of importers to be equal in strength and del- 
icacy Of flavor to the best imported article. 
The Georgetown paper says that there are now 
1,642 tea plants, all exhibiting a splendid and 
vigorous development. Some of these plants, 
which have been allowed to grow without 
pruning, are six feet high, with a circumfer- 
ence of ten and twelve feet. Even to an in- 
experienced eye the most cursory observation 
will reveal the fact that these plants, in their 
healthy and magnificent growth, afford in- 
contestable proof of the case and facility with 
which they may be cultivated on our soil. 

The plant is an evergreen and very hardy. 
The coldest weather of last winter (severe as 
it was) did not injure a single one. It grows 
in any kind of soil, the richer, of course, the 
better, and more luxuriantly under shade 
than otherwise, although the hottest sun does 
not hurtit. The foliage is dense, and after 
the third year the leaves that fall manure the 
plant. It should be pruned in an oval shape, 
and should be kept about 21% feet high. Of 
course, the pruning is to prodnce shoots, the 
tender leaves of which are gathered. The 
plants should be set out four by six feet.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., January 27.—{Special Corre- 
spondence j|—Florida has a live duke and a still 
liver duchess! 

About thirty miles above Rock Ledge, ou Incian 
river, is situated the famous Dumont orange grove. 
The simple country people living about there were 
somewhat mystified, but not a whit abashed, a 
short time ago by hearing that an Italian duke had 
bought the grove and was coming to Florida to take 
up his residence. In due time he came—the duke 
of Costreluccia and his American duchess. He ixa 
buriy, soldierly fellow, good looking and easy man- 
nered, but very much afraid that somebody will 
swindle the duke or hurt the duchess. Hecame to 
New York a short time agoand married a Brooklyn 
lady of great wealth. It is said that she bought his 
title, but this is not true. He inherited his title, 
and her money simply enabled him to properly sup 
portit. Helives in fine stvle in New York, and has 
one of the finest placesin Florida. It was sold to 
Mr. Schuyler, of New Jersey, a few years ago for 
$18,000, and: he sold it to the duke for $44,000. It 
will pay a pretty income on this sum, and the duke 
is not fixing it up with the lavishness that might be 
expected from an Italian nobleman. The duchess 
is a large, fair looking lady, very fona of the duke, 
and altogether I expect they are as happy as com- 
mon people.

There isnota piece of stick, 
and searccly a leaf to found auywhere on the 
ground. Aud this grove stretches over nearly 100 
acres. A competent. traveler who had spent five 
years on the Mediterranean, told me 
finest grove he had ever seen. The 
grounds cost over $250.000, and make a 
country seat. Nearly fifty people are employed 
aboutthe place as cooks, grooms, sailors, garden- 
ers, porters, etc. The yield of oranges was about 
250,000 this year, but will amount to over 2,000,000 
when the trees are fullgrown. The count dispen- 
ses here a princely hospitality. Heis about seventy 
years old, and is fond of sampling the wives he 
dealsin. Hisson, a cool, snrewd man of thirty- 
five; has charge of the enormous business in New 
York. This embraces, beside the wine and water 
trade, an immense cigar factory in New York and 
another at Key West. 

Besides all this, the count has doneagreat deal for 
the development of Florida. He now owns the five 
fruit steamers on the St. John’s, making daily trips 
from Jacksonville to Sanford. The DeBary, built 
last year at acost of $75,900, is the best boat ever 
putonthe river. The countis astrong believer in 
Florida, and spends his winters hcre. He has fine 
boats, good wines, balmy airs, sunshine and friends, 
a fine grove and a good cook in his winter home, 
and. what more can aman of seventy want that 
this earth can furnish? 

Mr. Astor, the New York millionaire, has been an 
enthusiast on Florida for years, but has invested 
very little in orange groves. He has spent about 
$200 600 in gity improvements in Jacksonville, and 
has boughta controlling interest in the queer little 
railroad that runs from VToccoi to St. Augustine. 
He has purehased two land grants at small figures, 
and they are not worth anything more than he 
paid. The town of Astor, that bears his name, is 
simply a warehouse and depot, named for him be- 
cause he gave the railroad companys the land ou 
which itis located. Mr. Astor is iu Florida this 
winter, but comes without his yacht and only fora 
shorttime. A few years ago he used to spend most 
of his winters here and was lavish with his money. 
Iie has now given it upalmost entirely. 

Txv.e Faber Brothers, with one of whose pencils I 
Ald 1 ow writing, has established a colony of about 
fifty German families on an island that they pur- 
chased off Cedar Keys. It is called Atsenna Island, 
and they have put up saw millsand machine 
shops, and have their workmen engaged in cutling 
and preparing the cedar wood for Faber’s famous 
cedar pencils. The colony isa fiourishing one, 
and is as busy as busy can be. 

The largest orange grove in the state is that of 
Major Geo. H. Norris, at Spring Garden. Major 
Norris is a native of Western New York, but did 
business in Chicago. He purchased a Spanish 
grant in 1872 and laid outa village. It is a flour- 
ishing place, with wide streets, shaded by orange 
trees and a high character of residents. Major 
Norris has a grove of 11,000 from which he gathered 
19,000 oranges in 1879. It will produce millions in 
time. The largest groves, according to the present 
yield, are the Bishop and Harris groves, one of which 
gave $10,000 ineome last year. These gentlemen 
started about ten years ago, Mr. Bishop's friends 
farnishing the money and Mr. Ilarris the land. 
They divided the groves a short time since,and both 
have princely returns therefrom. 

Decidedly the most notable figure in the history. 
of Florida development is General] Sanford, a Con- 
necticut man. -His life has been a brilliant one. 
He inherited a large fortune, married another, and 
by the luckiest ventures added largely to 
both. He always lived lavishly and had loose busi- 
ness methods, but an irrepressible luck attended 
allhis investments. He made «# considerable pile 
of money in the Wheeler & Wilson company. Most 
of his life has been spent in diplomatic service. 
When quite young he went as secretary of legation 
to St. Petersburg, and was for some time acting 
minister to France in the absence of Mr. Rives, 
whose chief clerk he was. For several years he was 
minister to Belgium, and wasre-appointed by Mr. 
Hayes, but the senate failed to confirm him.

On the 
center of the face is a profile head of General 
Grant. Underneath and extending partially 
around the head is a wreath of 
laurel and oak leaves. Around this is a 
slightly raised circle, one side of which is a 
record of the Grant ballots arranged in com- 
plete circle, the number of each ballot and 
vote cast being set down in separate space. 
The record begins at the exact center of the 
bottom, when the medal is in position, and 
comprises the thirty-six ballots, which varied 
between 302 and 315. Between the first and 
thirty-sixth ballot, which meet at the bottom 
of the ring, a star is engraved. After the sev- 
enteenth, which reaches a point diametrically 
opposite the star, the nuimbers reverse, so that 
the figures can all be read by turning the 
medal around. Outside the record, and along 
the rim, a wreath of fleurde lis is handsomely 
worked, completing a face. In the center of 
the reverse side are these words: ‘‘Commem- 
orative of the 56 ballots of the old ‘Guard’ 
for Ulysses S. Grant for president—Republi- 
ean National Convention, Chicago, June, 
1830.°° Some of the lines curve gracefully in 
parallel with the edge. Under the last the 
name of the member of ‘The Old Guard” to 
whom the medal will be sent is inscribed. 

Surrounding the lettering is a very simple 
yet handsome border, completing the reverse 
side. Atthe center of the top isa hole, in 
which to place a ribbon. The medal is alto- 
gether a very handsome bit of engraving. 
Grant's proiile shows a part of the coat collar 
and neck. Of the three hundred and thirty 
medals, one will be sent to each of the 313 
delegates who voted for Grant, and the bal 
ance to General Grant and a few stalwart 
friends. The head of the medal will be en- 
graved on letter paper and be se )t slong with 
these souvenirs. The first ac:ign of te med- 
al, in brass, was forwarded to .«w York and 
submitted to Grant, his wife, Conktuny and a 
few other ladies and gentlemen for their ap- 
probation.

A Break ina Missisaipp! Crevasse—On the Cumber 
land River. 

VickspurG, January 30.—A_ passenger on 
the steamer Chateau this evening reports that 
a break occurred in the levee at Delta, La.., 
about 3 o'clock this morning, just ubove the 
government light at that place.

At the time the building was in- 
fested with rats, which were extensively 
slaughtered, and these also were thrown to the 
hogs. Later in the season the hogs were re- 
moved to a Yard near the river, as was also 
the slaughtering business. From this time 
the hogs made an excellent showing, and, 
rather strange to relate of swine at- 
flicted with trichina, gave not the least 
evidence of hog measles, so common In 
swine thus afilicted. Mr. Pickles began to 
slaughter his hogs late in November, and 
they were placed on the local market about 
“middle of December. The first victim to 
the disease was a Mr. Cushner, jather-in-law 
of the butcher Pickles and living with him. 
He was ill forsome time, unsuspecting the 
cause. and on December 26 Dr. Grosbeck, of 
Marshall, was summoned to his aid. He was 
then suffering intense agony, with limbs ter- 
ribly swollen, and it was supposed he was 
atHicted with acute rheumatism. The patient 
died Janury 2, no one having a suspicion of 
trichina, 

It was on the above date that a large party, 
including Grosbeck, met in the saloon ol 
Joseph Wilfort and ate raw smoked ham. By 
way of a joke, the ham was stolen from 
Pickles’s smoke house and carried to the 
suloon. where Pickles was invited to come 
and partake. Ina few days all were more or 
less ill. Dr. Grosbeck was contined to his 
bed soon after bis arrival homie, and has since 
been considered danverously ill, but is now 
improving. Joseph Wilfort went to his home 
in New Ulm, where he was treated fortyphoid 
fever, and died January 20.) It was not until 
his burial that the physician suspected 
trichinw, and then he cut a piece of flesh 
from the arm, and, subjecting it to a micro- 
scopic test, found it to contain from five thou- 
sand to six thousand purasites to the square 
inch.

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ASUBJECT UPON WHICH 
NEEDS LIGHT. 


The Muddy Streete Make Even a Dull Subject Inter- 
estirg, Seeing Which a Reporter Dives into 
the Relative Meritsof the Various Plans 
in Vogue for Paving the Streejs. 


Yesterday a CoNsTITUTION reporter had an inter- 
esting and instructive conversation with a gentle- 
man now resident in Atlahta, but until lately of 
Boston, who gave him some interesting facts rela- 
tive to street pavements—a subjeet which is just 
now of considerable interest to quite a large num- 
ber of our citizens. The name of the gentleman, 
if it were given, would be a guarantee that what 
he sajs is worthy of attention, and the fact that bis 
extreme modesty deprives us of the pleastre 
of using his name is an evidence that he is not 
secking notoriety, but is simply willing to give At 
lantians the benefit of his wide experience in the 
matter which he discusses. He has devoted no 
small portion of his life to the study of street pave- 
ments, and what he says is from aman weli in- 
formed on the snbject. 

In reply-to a querry from the reporter he re- 


marked: 

“the first requisites of a good street are that it 
shall be herd and smooth, yet at the same time hot 
slippery. Jf itissmooth and hard it can be easily 
cleaned, and heavy loads car be managed with lit- 
tle difficulty. Here in Atlanta we have few freezes 
that render streets impassabic, and in fact we are 
particularly blessed in being able to make good 
streets if we only goatitin the right way. Put it 
surprises me to see the city with even as good s:reets 
as we bave when I remember how little isexpeuded 
on them.,"’ : 

“What do you think of the chance Atlanta stands 
of having guvod streets in the future?’ 

“I think that Marietta, Peachtree, Decatur, 
Washington, McDonough, Whitehall and Peters at 
least should be paved atonce, together with all the 
side and cross streets in the center of the-city that 
are used to any great extent. As to what will bi 
done lcan’t say. it will take @ Vast amount of 
money to putall the streets in good condition, but 
the city will have to come to itsome day. The 
streets which I have named can be fixed now if the 
people will only act. Underthe present law by 
which the property owners pay two-thirds and the 
city one third of the expense, the work can be ac- 
complished without entailing a serious strain upon 
anybody The citizens who own property on those 
streets are, as a rule, able to have the work 
done, and as the country travel 
ou these thoroughfares is very great, there 
should beno d@luy whatever. It is an outrage 
upon the people who patronize Atlanta that when 
they get to the outskirts of ule city they are almost 
unable to get into town on accountof the mud. 1 
know itwili be answered that the country roads are 
bad also, buttwo wrongs de not make one right. 
The city is able to dothe work, and she should at 
least tix up the streets that lead to the couutry. 
Why, ! know of a place on Marietta street not a 
block from the capitel where the street isaubout a 
foot and a half below the street car track and there 
isu hole there large enough to turn a buggy over. 
There isno paving on Marieitastreetabovea point 
near the cornerof the post-office.’’ 

The reporter repeated his question in reference 
tothe prospect for better streets, and for auswer re- 
ceived— 

**Peachtree is movingin the matter, and I hear 
that Washington and McDonough are doing the 
same thing. | believe that Whitehall will be the 
next to move in thisdirection because the people 
ou thatstreet are wide awake and believe in prog 
ress. Peters; Decatur and Marietta i think wall 
vo slow unless some energetic man takes the Inat- 
terin hand and pushes ict through.’’ 

Peachtree is to use the Telford pavement I be- 
lieve,’ said the reporter. ““Whatdo you think of 
it?” 

The Telford pavement is good, in facet l know 
of nothing better thatisas cheap. It Consists of a 
layer of flugs placed side by side und covered with 
crushed stone. The stones ja the center of the 
rona are to be xbout nine inches big aud decrease 
in size toail the eides of the road so as to lwaky 
aneasy diainage. ‘This foundation is made smooth 
and iscovered with avoutsix iuches of dard broken 
stones, not exceeding two anda halfinches in size 
measuring through the thickest part. This will be 
covered witha layer of gravel an inch and a# half 
thick and you can readily imagine that you will 
havea good road for either driving or draught 
work of a light character. Tam notsire but wnat 
Il believe that it would be good for the heaviest 
hauling done in Atianta.’’ 

“Whatis the Belgian pavement?” 

“The earth where a Belgian pavement isto be 
putinisexcavated to the depth of about a foot 
and well rammed, after which gravel is putin and 
rammed, andon te top of this foundation isa 
laver of stones, Which are made to average about 
six inches square. Over this is put a covering of 
sand one inch thick.’’ 

“How isthe Russ pavement 

“Tdon'tthink that you will ever wantany of 
this pavemeutin Atianta. It consists of rectangu- 
lar blocks of granite ten inches deep, five to 
twelve inches wide and ten to eigh- 
teen inches long set in courses at an 
angle of forty-five degrees upon a course of con 
erete six inchés thick, underneath§ which is a layer 
ot granite chips. This pavement is rather expe 
sive and does not give satisfaction because it is too 
slippery when worn.”’ 

“Whatis the Guidet pavement 

‘“Itis very much Jike the Russ pavement except 
that the blocks are set up straight.”’ 

‘Tell me what the old cobble stene pavement is?’ 

“itis simply aJayer of egy shaped pevbles set 
side by side with their small ends downward in a 
sand foundation eight or ten inches deep. ‘The 
stones are covered with two inches of sand after 
being well rammed down. This is another poor 
pavement. lt is noisy and tts resistance to trac- 
tion isgreat. It is not as desirable as the rubble 
stone pavement which is inade from the refuse ofa 
quarry or rather from such pieces as are from three 
io six inches in breadth and from six to twelvein 
length, luid upon a layer of sand or gravel about 
one inch thick or in a bed of cement mortar,’’ 

“What do you think of a pavement of paving 
blocks?"’ 

‘] think itis expeusive. It consists of a layer of 
blocks of wranite 3% to 444 inches and from 9 to id 
inches lowe. The bloeks have to be all of a uhi- 
forin size avd shapeand are put in on theirenas 
with as inuch order as bricks are putintoa wall. 

They ean leret straight up or tilted a little, but 
are genermily ee, stmdgatup, 1 believe. The foun- 
dation fop die blocks is of sand generally, and over 
the te» of ine blocks if placed a layer of sand two 
inches thiek which gradually works its way in be- 
tween the stones. It is a magnificent pavement, 
but an expensive one, ’ 

“What de you think of asphalt biock pave 
ment?’ 

Itis good for light driving on residence streets, 
or tor pleasure drives. ‘ihe -blocks are laid in a 
good foundation, and can be taken up and turned 
over as the corners wear off) Buti don'ttbink you 
will have any of this pavementin Atianta.”’ 

The reporter could have gone on and asked him 
about the wooden pavements, but he coucluded 
that he had secured enough on the leading pave- 
ments, and had touched upon the ones likely to 
come into use here, and so took his leave.

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HOMES FOR THE PEOPLE. 


A New Scheme Preposed for Consideration. 

In every large city there is a demand for 
homes from people who having a regular oc- 
cupation, are anxious of investing small sums 
at stated periods for such a purpose. If this 
demand could be promptly met, it would re- 
dound not only to the benefit of the party in- 
terested, but by encouraging a spirit of thrift, 
the erection of new houses and the conserva- 
tive influence exerted by the possession of 
property would add largely to the general 
prosperity as well as the taxable values of the 
city. 

The work of the various building associa- 
tions has been very bereticial. In Philadelphia 
known the world over as the “city of small 
homes,’ the loan and building association 
has been recognized as the prime factor in the 
work of home-making. ‘lwo series of the 
Germania, in this city, and the first series of 
the Atlanta and the Hibernia, have done 
much toward obliterating the old boundary 
lines of the city, and extending them further 
out. 

Among the new schemes proposed to meet 
the demand for‘hoimes is one under discussion 
at Nashville, the prominent features of which 
are about as follows: Members are to be ob- 
tained who are to subscribe for shares of stock 
not to exceed in the aggregate $3,000 for each 
member, Upon these shares of stock calls 
are to be made et stated intervals for pay- 
ments not to exceed two dollars per month 
foreach share. With these collections, pur- 
chases of real estate are to be made and 
buildings cre ted us residences or 
homesteads for the use of members 
wlio may afterwards obtain = thein 
Sules ol property are to he 
made to said purchasers, who ure to be al- 
lowed to pay forthem in small monthly in- 
stallments, with 6 per cent interest, payable 
monthly, and the from this source 
are also to be immediately invested in the 
purchase of other property, or the building of 
other liouses.
